Charley Hill of Concord WAS -wounded 
among the first noes in the road, being 
struck on the inside of the leg near the 
groin, only a flesh wound, and no bone 
tinrt. His sergeant, in telling me oi it 
this evening, said: "Hill turned to me 
soon as he was struck and said: 'Just 
my luck to get struck bafore the scrap 
has hardly begun.'" 
He, with the 


other wounded were taken on stretchers 
nearly three miles back to the outpost, 
where he was comfortable at last ac- 
count". 
Four or five officers were 


wounded and some eight or ten men, 
one or two of them probably fatally. 
The worst wounded ones were brought 
to the hospital this Afternoon and Hill 
will come in the morning. Long before 
our men got to the breastworks, the 
enemy had fled, and if reports are true, 
the army coming up behind them gob- 
bled a part of them np. 
The marines 


burnt a part of the town of NorveleU 
aud marched buck to their quarters at 
the ontpost. 
One company of marines 


left there this morning, and are back 
again tonight

mail box in the corridor. The number 
is far greater proportionately than 
those found in the street boxes in the 
busiest section of the city.

a great number of letters and packages 
on which the postage is

We put on the necessary stamps, and 
I believe the practice is universal 
nmong upper class houses. If we didn't 
the mail would go direct to the dead 
letter office in Washington and the delay 
would be a matter of serious annoy- 
ance and perhaps loss to our guests 
Of course, we can't make a. charge for 
the stamps used in that way, because 
it \\ ould seem petty, -4on't you know, 
hut all the same it mouhts up. It just 
about balances the profits^ which I 
mentioned."—N. O. Times Democrat.

Applicants for Patents. 


"A man In ray line of business." said 


a local attorney who makes a special* 
ty of patents, "has an exceptional op- 
portunity for finding out that great 
minds run In the same direction. It is 
a remarkable fact that 
fully seven 
eighths of the Important mechanical 
appliances of- the past &0 years have 
been the subject of litigation on the 
ground of priority of invention. In al- 
most ev«ry Instance it was clearly 
shown that different people, sometimes 
as many as five or six. were at woik 
on the same idea at the same time, 
each unknown to the other. A some- 
what plausible explanation haa been 
advanced for these remarkable coinci- 
dences," continued the lawyer. "It is, 
in brief, that certain universal needs 
suggest similar trains of thought to 
active minds, and, in searching for the 
best remedy, they fall insensibly Into 
the same channel. 


This is only another way of saying 


that necessity is the mother of inven- 
tion, but it is hard to apply the theory 
to scores of devices that were certain- 
ly not the subect of any specific de- 
mand. Take the telephone, for In- 
stance. At the time Prof. Bell was 
perfecting his instrument at least three 
other inventors were developing tho 
same thing, and he beat them to the 
Patent 
Office by a mere scratch. 


Everybody remembers the long and 
bitter contest that ensued, and I be- 
lieve, personally, that each of the 
parties to it was in entire good faith, 
although it is .almost impossible to con- 
vince an inventor, under such circum- 
stances, that there has been no fraud. 
Every man believes flrmly that the 
other fallows have stolen his idea. The 
arc light, the incandescent light, the 
X-ray aopuratus, the typewriter and 
the gas engine are a few of the big 
things I call to mind at random in 
which there was the same coincidence 
of thought. Two of the latest 
and 


most remarkable instances In point are 
wireless telegraphy and liquid air. 
The fundamental principles of both 
were old and had been experimented 
with and discarded as impractical. 
Then, suddenly, after the lapse of 
year?, two groups of inventors began 
the iask of development. In wireless 
telegraphy Marconi had three rivals, 
one an American, but he was fortunate 
enough to get out his patents ahead 
of the others. Who built the first suc- 
cessful liquid air apparatus is at pres- 
ent in dispute, and two companies, each 
headed by a claimant, are now In full 
blast in New York. If ever you hav* 
an extra good idea you would do well 
to secure the protection of a patent 
without delay. It Is HO to 1 that some 
other chap Is pegging away at exactly 
the same thing-."—N. O. Times-Demo- 
crat.

He retired from 
active business with a comfortable com- 
petence some 15 yeara ago, but he to- 
day looks as if he could turn to and 
build a boat as well as ever, so far as 
physical ability is concerned, his age 
beidg earned with as much easo as 
most men of GO or 05. 


lie and his estimable wife rebide on 


Daniel street. He has one son, George 
W. Greeu, who resides in thin city, and 
three grandchildren, Edward, who re 
sides at Eastporfc, Me., and the other 
two in this city. 
For many years he 


and his wife hava been devout attend- 
ants at the TJniversalist church. Mr. 
Green is also very patriotic, and is one 
of thp board of managers of the New 
Hampshire Sous of the Revolution.
